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Inter- Allied 


War Council Is 


Expected Soon

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 .—(UP» 
—Creation of an inter-allied su­ 
preme council to coordinate war 
efforts against .the Ax is was be­ 
liev ed a certainty today following 
President Roosev elt’s rev elation 
that talks along that line hav e 
been proceeding for some time. 
Speculation centered immedi­ 
ately on the possibility of a trip 
to this country by British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill to get 
the council going. 
Répdrts'from 
London hav e emphasized that such 
k matters of high policy could only 
' be properly discussed by "states­ 
men of the most responsible ty pe." 
But it was believ ed that some 
other high cabinet officer might 
act 
as the permanent British 
representativ e .on 
the 
council 
since the heads of states could 
not be in constant attendance at 
the necessary meetings. 
Administration leaders in Con­ 
gress were generally of the opin­ 
ion that some such body should 
be created. 
Sen. Claude Pepper, D., F la, 
said in an interv iew that to co 
ordinate efforts in a war fought 
on fronts all ov er the globe there 
should be the greatest possible 
coordination of effort. He believ es 
it is a little premature for a 
World War ty pe of high command 
—which fought within itself bit­ 
terly throughout World War I 
Chairman Tom Connally , D., 
Tex ., of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions committee said some form of 
cooperation between high com­ 
mands probably would come soon. 
He suggested the assignment of 
the western European battle to the 
British, eastern Europe to the 
Sov iet Union, and Far Eastern 
operations to the United States. 
Discussions on matters of high 
strategy are reported already un­ 
derway in Russia and dispatches 
from London made clear 
that 
more could be ex pected soon in 
Washington. 
Diplomatic sources 
here said a permanent council to 
meet in the United States might 
be ex pected as* a logical step since, 
in contrast to the first World war, 
the present one calls for joint mili­ 
tary and nav al action in the Paci­ 
fic as well as the Atlantic. 
The Pacific was almost wholly 
undisturbed in the first World 
war. 
Now Washington 
is not 
only the most peaceful and most 
accessible capital; it is also the 
most central.

Supporting the belief that somp 
announcement

were simultaneous reports from 
China and Australia on the pos­

Red Army Continues 


Savage Assaults On 


Retreating Germans 


MOSCOW, 
Dec. 17 — (UP) — 
Red army forces are driv ing the 
remnants of a broken German 
army toward the head waters of 
the Volga riv er in • the Valdai 
hills after recapturing the im­ 
portant city of Kalinin, 100 miles 
northwest of Moscow, it was as­ 
serted today . 
After driv ing into Kalinin, key 
point on the Moscow-Leningrad 
railroad, under orders not only 
to defeat but to ex terminate all 
Germans in their path, the Red 
army drov e on to Vy sokoy e, 40 
miles toward the Volga. 
They were reported adv ancing 
still, 
leav ing salv age corps 
to 
sort out enormous quantities of 
war materials which the Germans 
perforce abandoned. 
It Was asserted in a communi­ 
que the Russians defeated the 
entire German ninth army , com­ 
manded 
by 
Col.-Gen. 
Gustav 
Strauss, and smashed the 
8 6th, 
110th, 129 th, 16 1st, 162d and 25 1st 
infantry div isions. 
The Russians were led by Lieut. 
Gen. Maslennikov and Maj. Gen. 
Yushkev ich. 
"Abundant trophies which are 
now being counted fell into our 
hands,” the 
communique 
said. 
"Our troops are pursuing and an­ 
nihilating the retreating enemy ." 
(All reports indicated that the 
Russians were mercilessly ' wip­ 
ing out the Germans who had in­ 
v aded their territory and driv en 
within 20 miles of Moscow. Re­ 
ferences to “ ex termination" and 
“ annihilation" were increasingly 
frequent and United Press lis 


tening posts heard the Russian 
radios urging their troops “ not 
to let a single German escape 
aliv e.” 
(A. London Daily Mail Stock­ 
holm dispatch said Premier J o­ 
sef Stalin had presided 
at a 
grand war council at the Kremlin 
to consider the immediate start 
of what was to hav e been a 
Spring offensiv e. The Daily Mail 
said Russian quarters in Stock­ 
holm "assumed" that the adv isa­ 
bility of a declaration of war on 
J apan was also discussed. 
• (The dispatch asserted also 
that 
Field. Marshall 
Vassily 
Bluecher, former commander in 
chief in the Far East who at 
times had been v ariously report­ 
ed purged and under arrest, was 
in command of the Russian Volga 
armies, with Marshals Klementi 
Voroshilov and Semy on Budenny 
under him. The Daily Mail said 
that for the Kremlin conference 
Voroshilov and Marshal'Semy on 
Timoshenko, commander in chief 
in the south, flew from their 
posts. Others who attended, un­ 
der Stalin, were Admiral N. G. 
Kuznetsov and Gen. A. D. Lok- 
tianov , air force.) 
A great Russian driv e contin­ 
ued also on the front south of 
Moscow where it was asserted 
officially 
that the Red Army 
had retaken Volov o, 50 miles 
south of Tula. 
(In addition Germany reported 
the Russians counterattacking in 
the Crimea and Finland reported 
them in a big counteroffensiv e 
in the Lake Ladoga-Lake Onego 
area of the Finnish front.)

—Secretary of Interior Ickes, the 
defense peteroleum coordinator, 
today apropv ed a far-reaching oil 
conserv ation program for Cali­ 
fornia which he said was design­ 
ed to assure an adequate fuel 
supply for American and Allied 
forces fighting J apan in the Pa­ 
cific. 
The program was drawn by the 
industry production committee for 
district 5 (California, Washing­ 
ton, Nev ada and Arizona) 
at 
Ickes’ request and the ooordin- 
the committee and California’s 
tor asked immediate action by 
oil operator* to put it into effect. 
Responsibility for initiating con­ 
serv ation measures, including the 
determ ina tion 
o f 
allocation 
schedules for oil production in 
California, was placed with the 
industry production committee. 
The program would depend on 
oil industry support and coopera­ 
tion in the enforcement of its 
stipulations that persons engaged 
in the industry “ produce, store, 
sell, market, transport, purchase 
and handle petroleum and its 
products only if produced in ac­ 
cordance with conditions propos­ 
ed by the committee and approv ed 
by the coordinator.” 
"This is not only a forward- 
looking, adv anced ty pe of con­ 
serv ation plan,” Ickes said. “ It is 
a {dan that will assure our army 
and nav y the ready and adequate 
ir of the oil they must hav e 
to win the battle of the Pacific. 
“ A conserv ation {dan for Cali­ 
fornia no longer is merely a ques­ 
tion of local desirability . It has 
now become a matter of National 
necessity . California oil is in- 
dispensible for the war against 
J apan. Our success is supply ing 
our armed forces in the Pacific 
depends upon the wisdom with 
which California oil production 
is operated.” 
Ickes said the plan had a two­ 
fold purpose:

W HAT CAN WE L O S E ? 


One of the primary causes of our troub le is 
the too general b elief that we ean lose something 
that does not b elong to us. 
It is impossib le for man to lose something that 
he has not himself created or that is not an in­ 
alienab le or divine right. 
It is b ecause people b elieve they can lose 
something that does not b elong to them that we 
have enacted most of our lab or laws. Too many 
people b elieve that one man’s working and pro­ 
ducing can cause another worker, producing in 
the same field, to lose something. This is not 
the case, no m atter if ninety -nine per cent of 
our people b elieve it. 
Let us illustrate. Suppose employ er A hires 
a worker for less than other people will pay this 
worker for the same skill and ab ility . Then 
suppose employ er B recognizes that employ er A 
is net pay ing this worker what he is worth, and 
hires him away from employ er A. Could any ­ 
b ody rationally say that employ er A had lost 
any thing? He had no right to employ this worker 
unless he could exchange with him an amount 
as great as any other employ er would give him. 
When this employ e quits him he has lost nothing 
b ecause he had no right to thp extra profit that 
he received from employ ing the man for less 
than he produced. 
And the same rule applies to the worker who 
receives more in wages than other workers are 
willing and ab le to do the same work for.

IT APPLIES TODAY 
In all the nineteen centuries since the Prince 
of Peace went to his death at Calvary 7, no previous 
Christmas has found a world so racked with*war, 
so stained with b lood, so b lackened with hate, as 
this Christmas of 19 41. It is easy , in this y ear 
of 19 41, for the skeptic to read mockery into 
a cheery “Merry 7 Christmas!” on the anniversary 
of the b irth of the man whose greatest com­ 
mandment was that men should love one another. 
Yet in reality the magic and magnificence of 
Christmas seems most impressive as a deathless 
thing of the human spirit when tragedy lies 
across the world. Nothing has ever b een ab le 
to stay the universal warmth of feeling through­ 
out the civilized universe at Christmas. 
In Dicken’s Christmas Carol, when Scrooge 
tells his nephew that “every idiot who goes 
around with ‘Merry Christmas’ on his lips should 
b e b oiled with his own pudding,” the nephew re-^ 
plies, “I am sure I have alway s thought of 
Christmas time, when it has come around—apart 
from the veneration due to its sacred name and 
origin, if any thing b elonging to it can b e apart, 
from that—as a good time; a kind, forgiving, 
charitab le, pleasant time; the only time I know 
of, in the long calendar of the y ear, when men 
and women seem b y one consent 1o open their 
shut-up hearts freely . . . And therefore, Uncle, 
though it has never put a scrap of gold or sil­ 
ver in my pocket. I b elieve that it has done me 
good, and will do me good; and so I sa.v, God 
'b less It.” 
That simple, eloquent expression of the mean­ 
ing of Christmas applies to men of good will in 
wartime America today as it applied to the 
England of Dickens of a hundred y ears ago and 
the England of today —and as it wil apply to 
men of good will a hundred y ears from now. "It 
has done us good, it will do us good—and let us 
say , 'God b less it’!” 


But it is this b elief that workers hurt another 
employ e when they work for less that has caused 
our confusion. 
People are confused on this b ecause the b ene­ 
fits resulting from lower prices are widely dif­ 
fused and so are not noticed, while the concen­ 
trated advantage is noticed b y the man receiving 
the advantage in wages. 
This b elief, that a 
man 
losing something 
when his fictitious wage or profit is taken from 
him, leads to laws that eventually b ring us to 
a caste sy stem as exists in India. 
The Sermon on the Mount and the Declara­ 
tion of Independence are b oth documents setting 
down the principle that all men are equal b e­ 
fore God and should b e equal b etwixt each other, 
as far as rights are concerned. 
No, we cannot lose a right that we never had. 
All rights are either inalienab le, or they are 
rights resulting from lab or, from performing a 
duty , from creating things. 
It is of the utmost importance that we come 
to understand that b eing cut off from an ad­ 
vantage which never b elonged to us is not a loss. 
A man who has his rewards lowered, whether 
they b e in the form of profits, rents, interest or 
wages, b y another performing the service for 
less, has not lost any thing. He had no earned, 
or natural, right to this temporary artificial 
reward. 
We cannot lose something that never b e­ 
longed to us.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT AND J APAN 


(St. Lo uis Po st-Dispa tch) 


One of the many American favors in 88 y ears 
of peace and friendship b etween the United States 
and Japan was President Roosevelt’s action in 
assuring victory 7 to Japan in the war with Russia 
in 19 05, b y intervening just at the moment the 
Japanese were growing exhausted and the czar 
was ab out to throw7 in powerful reserves. 
This victory was a great stimulus to Japanese 
imperialism. Japan had b een forced b y European 
powers to give up the conquests won in its w7ar 
on China in 189 4. President Roosevelt wrote as 
follows to the British amb assador, Cecil Spring-

Fortunately we can manufacture ten ships 
to Japan’s one, and the aeroplanes to Japan’s one. 
Naturally we can fly the planes b etter and 
fight the ships b etter.

“Keep the international law, maintain the 
peace of the world, dismiss y our rob b er b ands 
and pirate hordes, get b ack to y our own con­ 
fines and stay there.” 
That will b e the “new order,” and, b elieve 
us, it will b e a NEW order and a NEW ERA 
for most of the world except America.

WASHINGTON—B e hin d the 
scenes, Roosevelt already has tak­ 
en steps for a wartime censor with 
sweeping powers to dictate what 
war news shall b e pub lished or 
not pub lished in the newspapers. 
Already he has appointed a com­ 
mittee of three—Vice President 
Wallace, Postmaster 
G e n e r a l 
Walker and 
Attorney General 
Biddle to recommend a censor and 
draw up legislation giving authori­ 
ty to censor the press. 
Actually , the censor won’t b e 
called b y that name. His official 
title will b e Director of Pub lic 
Information. But his function will 
b e to supervise all reports of mili­ 
tary operations and other infor­ 
mation deemed of military signi­ 
ficance. 
At present, official reports on 
military events are issued in the 
form of communiques b y the War 
and Navy Departments and b y the 
commanding officers of units and 
areas. The White House also gives 
out frequent announcements, and 
the various defense agencies do 
likewise. 
There is no one central super 
visory and distrib uting agency , as 
the British have in their Min 
is try of Information. 
As origin­ 
ally proposed, the Office of the 
Coordinator of Information, head­ 
ed b y ab le Colonel William Dono­ 
van, was to do this job .
